The rejection of claims 1-8 
have been withdrawn.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: The cited art, whether taken singularly or in combination, 
especially when all limitations are considered within the claimed specific combination, 
fails to teach or render obvious wherein the p-type layer comprise a top portion and a 
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inner portion, and the top portion of the p-type layer has a hydrogen content that is less 
than the amount of the hydrogen contained in the inner portion. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
